• With respect to claims 1 and 6, the prior art taken alone or in combination fails to 
disclose or render obvious "a uniform ring of Hght dehmited between two light 
cones" in combination with the rest of the Hmitations. 

• With respect to claims 3-5 and 7-16, their allowance depends upon their 
dependence on independent claims 1 and 6 as noted above.
